Fourth —For Rituals, Jewels and Supplies, write to Grand 
Secretary. 

Fifth— A copy of Proceedings of Grand Chapter is sent to each 
Chapter in this jurisdiction, and is ordered to be read 
by the Secretary at the next stated meeting of the 
Chapter and filed. 

Sixth —-In sending in reports of new members be sure that all 
information necessary is supplied on the printed forms 
supplied from this office. 

Seventh —After installation a list of the new officers should be 
sent to the W.G.M., W.G.P., and Grand Secretary. 

Eighth —In sending payment for accounts do not use stamps 
and if possible include invoice which, will be returned 
with receipt. 

Ninth —Report names of new members at least quarterly as this 
saves congestion at the end of the year. 

Tenth —See that all cheques have excise stamps thereon, and 
make cheques in favour of Grand Chapter of Sask., 
O.E.S. Cheques of any amount require 3 cent stamp. 

Eleventh —When a new secretary takes office it would be help¬ 
ful for the retiring secretary to pass on a few useful 
suggestions.

Now, for good measure, Sister Macintosh is gifted with a 
sense of humour. A few days ago, it was my privilege to visit 
her home to discuss the program for this evening and she

TRIBUTE TO THE FLAGS 

By W. J. Gray, Grand Sentinel. 

Worthy Grand Matron, Worthy Grand Patron, Members 
of the Order of the Eastern Star: 

To me has been given the highest privilege that can come 
to any participant in this or any similar Grand Session; that of 
delivering the tribute to the Flag, and may I preface my re¬ 
marks by expressing to you, Worthy Grand Matron, my ap¬ 
preciation of this honor. I hasten to say, however, that the 
pride I feel in my selection for this duty is duly tempered by a 
sense of unfitness for the task, for it requires greater gifts than 
mine to pay to our Flag a tribute wholly befitting its glories. 

I do not propose to attempt any historical discourse on the 
Flag, or to discuss its symbolical embodiment of the principles 
of our Order, but rather to reflect on some of those attributes 
which inspire in all true British subjects such depths of loyalty, 
pride and devotion, and call forth acts of homage such as we 
are so proud to do at this time. 

Our Flag fully merits all our pride, love and allegiance. It 
is the emblem of the greatest Empire the world has ever 
known, greatest in achievement as well as in territorial expanse. 
It symbolizes the progress of the British peoples and their con¬ 
tributions to world progress, their love of peace, order and good 
government, and their passion for personal liberty. Wherever 
it flies law and order with justice and liberty prevail. It is 
the corner-stone of the British Commonwealth of Nations, our 
great family of free, self-governing democracies, peopled by 
many races, colours and creeds, but all subscribing to common 
aims, ideals and aspirations, and bound together, not by force, 
but by bonds of mutual co-operation, and love and loyalty to 
a common Flag and Throne. It is the challenge to those dis- 
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ciples of totalitarianism with their doctrines of compulsion and 
regimentation who deny the theory that men or nations can 
be effectively bound together by bonds of love and loyalty 
alone. The Flag signifies protection, freedom and democratic 
institutions. Under the Union Jack we enjoy protection, free¬ 
dom and individual liberty in measures beyond conception to 
many peoples. We have freedom of speech, worship and as¬ 
sembly, and freedom to come and go as we will. This as¬ 
sembly we have convened here today is a fitting example of the 
freedom that is ours. In many countries it would not be per¬ 
mitted. Under our Flag we have complete freedom of choice 
as to who shall make and administer our laws, and a system of 
government which for simplicity, tolerance and equality of 
justice is unsurpassed—truly democratic. This heritage of 
rights is ours under this Flag through the wisdom and indom¬ 
itable courage of our ancestors who sought to build into the 
foundations of the Empire all that is good and noble in na¬ 
tional aspirations. In the glowing splendor of the Flag we are 
reminded of the deeds of valour and sacrifice which have been 
done in its service by Britain’s sons down through the years. 
The pages of the Empire’s history contain a record of achieve¬ 
ment and honourable service in freedom’s cause of which we aS 
Britons may be justly proud. When we reflect on what the 
Flag really means we realize why it claims and retains our 
love and allegiance and forms the rallying point for all the 
Empire’s sons in times of national danger. Qn a previous oc¬ 
casion the brother who had the privilege of this duty had re¬ 
course to some familiar patriotic verses to portray a true vision 
of the meaning of the Flag, and as they are so appropriate for 
the purpose I feel I must repeat them: 

It’s only a small bit of bunting, 

It’s only an old coloured rag, 

But thousands have died for its honour, 

And shed their best blood for the Flag. 

We hoist it to show our devotion, 

To our King, to our Country, and Laws, 

It’s the outward and visible emblem, 

Of advancement and Liberty’s cause. 

You may say It’s an old bit of bunting, 

You may call it an old coloured rag, 

But freedom has made it majestic, 

And time has ennobled the Flag. 
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We of the Eastern Star pay tribute not only to the Flag 
of our own country but also to that of our great democratic 
neighbour to the south, the United States of America, the 
birth-place of our Order. That great nation subscribes to the 
same aims, ideals and aspirations as we do, and the three- 
thousand-mile International Boundary without a single fortress 
testifies to the friendship and complete understanding which 
has existed between our two countries for the last century and 
a quarter and which, we know, will continue to the end of 
time. To the Stars and Stripes we pay respectful tribute, and 
re-affirm our friendship, admiration and affection for the great 
people whose Flag it is. 

Since we were last privileged to meet in Grand Chapter our 
beloved Empire has again been forced to take up arms in de¬ 
fence of all those principles and ideals for which our Flag stands, 
and for the second time within the memory of most of us here 
our country is engaged in another frightful war. True to the 
traditions of the Flag we are again fighting in the cause of free¬ 
dom and democracy, for the preservation of human rights and 
in defence of weaker peoples victims of the most vicious and 
ruthless aggression in moden history, yes, probably in all his¬ 
tory. I doubt if there has ever before arisen a nation 
seemingly so utterly devoid of honour, moral responsibility 
and humanitarian instincts as the Germany we are fighting 
today. Our Flag and the Tri-Colour of France have been un¬ 
furled to challenge their doctrine of “might is right” and to save 
the other peoples and civilization of Europe, and conceivably, of 
the world, from a fate and future we shudder to contemplate. 
Again the Empire’s sons have answered the call and rallied to 
the Flag, ready again to give their all in the cause of freedom, 
honour and humanity. Day by day they are writing fresh 
chapters of service, sacrifice and glory into the records of our 
Country and Flag. The struggle will be bitter and it may be 
long, our fortitude and endurance may be tested to the limit, 
service and sacrifice will be required of all, but sure in the 
righteousness of our cause we shall, with God’s help, have 
courage and strength to endure and persevere to victory. And 
what shall be our duty? The Worthy Grand Matron has chosen 
to call this “Loyalty Session” and I submit that in the cir¬ 
cumstances it could not have been more appropriately titled. 
Never was the utmost loyalty to our King, to our Country 
and to our Flag more necessary than at this time. We list 
loyalty as one of the cardinal principles of our Order, with 
loyalty to country especially required. Homage to the Flag 
is an integral part of our regular ceremonies. This hour of 
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national danger provides an opportunity for us to demonstrate 
that our creed is not just empty words. Let us here and now 
re-affirm our loyalty and devotion to the Empire and Flag of 
which we are so proud and which give us freedom and pro¬ 
tection and all that we hold so dear. Let us in our hearts 
resolve to gladly serve or sacrifice in the Empire’s cause in 
whatever way and to whatever extent may be required of us, 
individually or collectively, so that we and our Order may be 
worthy of a place in the better world we know will rise from the 
victory which must and shall be ours. 

May I conclude this tribute to the Flag with an expression 
of our deepest loyalty and devotion to His Most Gracious 
Majesty King George VI and his lovely and lovable Queen 
Elizabeth, whom we had the privilege of having with us just 
one short year ago. May they be long spared to reign over us 
and may the near future see the end of the present strife with 
its anxieties, sufferings and trials and bring to them and to their 
people peace, happiness and prosperity. 

God preserve the Empire! God bless our Flag! God Save 
the King!

Call from Refreshment to Labor by the Grand Marshal. 
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ADDRESS OF WORTHY GRAND MATRON 

M. Florence Macintosh. 

To the Worthy Grand Patron, Distinguished Guests, Grand 
Officers and Members of the Order of the Eastern Star of 
Saskatchewan. 

A very cordial greeting and sincere welcome to this twenty- 
fourth annual Session. 

One year ago I started on a journey along the Star-lit 
trail. To-day I come back to give you an account of the ex¬ 
periences along this road, and to give to another the precious 
gift of leadership which was entrusted to my care. 

I have tried to live this brief year, with which you ent- 
trusted me, in the fulness of each day, ever keeping before 
me those beautiful lines of John Oxenham: 

“But once I pass this way, 

And then—no more. 

But once, and then the silent door 
Swings on its hinges. 

Opens—closes, 

And no more I pass this way, 

So while I may, 

With all my might I wall essay, 

Sweet comfort and delight 

To all I meet upon the Pilgrim way, 

But no man travels twice, 

The great Highway, 

That climbs through darkness up to light, 

To-day.” 

All the happy plans that were mine at the beginning of the 
year have not materialized but I can truthfully say I have 
given you of my best. If anything has been accomplished it 
has been largely through the unselfish loyalty and splendid co¬ 
operation and support I have received from my co-workers and 
from each and everyone throughout this Grand Jurisdiction. If 
I have in any way at any time unwittingly given pain to any, 
I pray your forgiveness. But if I have been of the smallest 
assistance to any Chapter, if one little Star gleams the brighter 
for this year of service, I feel that in one sense I have justi¬ 
fied your faith in me. 

The twenty-fourth page of the Book of Record of this 
Grand Chapter has been written and now lies before you. 
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To-day we come back to you again after just one short 
year, but perhaps the most momentous in our Canadian his¬ 
tory. As the last strains of “God Be With You Till We Meet 
Again” died away on the evening of May 18th, 1939, we went 
forth with our eyes turned to the Atlantic—for on its broad 
iceberg perilled expanse rode Great Britain’s proudest liners 
bearing to our shore most Gracious Majesty George VI and his 
beloved Consort Queen Elizabeth. All Canada was thrilled 
from Coast to Coast for: 

“Young in our annals as a British nation, 

We greet with joy a kin who is our own — 

Ours, yet the Empire, for our acclamation 
Swells the imperial tribute to the throne. 

To King and Queen upon our hearts high altar 
Burns as of old the consecrated fire, 

Warm with fidelity that cannot falter, 

Bright with the homage of our pure desire.” 

That visit was by far the most heartening feature of the 
year. For the visit was a marvellous success. It reconsecrated 
our faith in the solidity and permanence of Anglo-Saxon ideal¬ 
ism as exemplified in the British Commonwealth of Nations and 
even though: 

“Black in the riven zenith, storm clouds tower, 

Over all countries, but though heaven fall, 

We pledge undaunted in earth’s darkest hour 
The throne we love, the liberties of all.” 

It was with keenest pleasure that Eastern Star members 
learned that our Past Grand Patron Brother George Abernethy 
had been chosen to conduct the divine service which their 
Gracious Majesties attended while in Portage la Prairie, the 
home city of Brother Abernethy. Thousands of letters flowed 
to Brother Abernethy and it was a joy for me to write him 
congratulating him and expressing the delight we had in the 
honor that had thus come to him and through him to our 
Grand Chapter. 

Many members of our Order had the privilege of serving 
in several capacities during the royal tour. Several had the 
honor of being presented to our King and Queen. I am sorry 
that a complete list of these is not available but we rejoice to 
know that the Order of the Eastern Star had a part in the 
welcome to our rulers. 
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With loving farewells the ship bearing our beloved sovereigns 
steamed homeward. We turned again to our accustomed tasks, 
but soon dark and terrible forebodings arose over conditions 
in Europe and on September 3rd, we heard words of Premier Neville 
Chamberlain announce “Since three o’clock we were at war 
with Germany.” 

From the words of the late lamented son of Glengarry, 
David Bruce McRae, I quote: 

“The Die has been cast and the British Empire is at 
war. Canada is at war. There was no other course to fol¬ 
low lead where it may. We now stand by the side of the 
smaller nations. Our leaders have weighed the issue with in¬ 
finite patience and have counted the cost. They now go out to 
battle, firmly grounded in a just cause and with world opinion 
on their side. 

Canadians are a peace loving people attached to the dom¬ 
estic ways of the field, the wood, the market place, the lights 
of home, but twenty-five years ago they showed they could 
stand up to the sternest test. Such a test has come again 
may we be strong in heart and sword to meet it.” 

“These things shall be a mightier race, 

Than e’er the world hath known shall rise 
With flame of freedom in their souls. 

And light of knowledge in their eyes.” 

CHAPTER ETERNAL 

Let us for a moment turn aside from the road of active 
duty and pay love’s tribute to those who have passed beyond 
the sunset and have entered the “Chapter Eternal.” 

It is with deep sense of loss that we record the passing of 
our beloved Governor General, Lord Tweedsmuir, who has 
gone home at the call of the “King of Kings”. A knightly 
spirit has gone by to the sound of triumphal acclamation. Once 
more the idealism of the Scottish manse has ennobled a life and 
enriched the world. Once more the English Bible has been a 
lamp to the wayfarer’s feet and a light to his path. 

For five years he taught and wrought among us, leading 
this young nation to the heights, but he is gone and Canada 
has lost one who well and truly represented both his Kings. 

Fitting tribute will be paid later to-day by Sister C. 
Philion. 
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As it is fitting at all times to honor great men I should 
like to express sympathy to the citizens of our Hostess City 
and to the members of St. Andrews Church of Saskatoon at 
the irreparable loss sustained by them in the passing of Rev. 
W. G. Brown. For the quality which made Mr. Brown’s 
brilliant life a noble lesson to us all was his firm unchanging 
devotion to his duty—his duty to his country, his church, his 
fellowmen and to his God. “He passed over, all the trumpets 
sounded for him on the other side.” 

It is with deep thankfulness that I report an unbroken 
chain of Grand Officers. Nor has the Divine Messenger en¬ 
tered the ranks of our Past Grands. However, with loving 
sympathy we recall the sorrow laden hearts among them caused 
by the passing of loved ones. 

With sincere regret we note the bereavement of Sister Emily 
Rosche by the loss of a beloved brother and sister and Brother 
Maurice Case in the passing of his sister. 

Sister Barrett mourns the loss of a much loved daughter, 
Sister Sevick the death of her mother, and Brother and Sister 
Gray the passing of their little daughter. 

Sister Clara MacKay, Grand Ruth, lost her mother last 
fall and Sister Margaret Leigh, acting Grand Marshal, parted 
with her mother last summer. Brother Abernethy lost his 
daughter-in-law. 

The Angel of Death has come among us and has claimed 
many of our Sisters and Brothers from the subordinate chapters 
and we are saddened by their passing. In behalf of those who 
mourn we pray that they may be comforted. 

“Memory will keep what it has heard 
Forever etched upon the Heart’s own seed. 

And time will not erase one tender word 
That love has written down for future need. 

Oh let us hold this knowledge and be glad, 

Not even death destroys what love we had.”

paths with those who have been my special deputies. No task 
has been too difficult for them to perform and I am deeply 
grateful for every courtesy extended to me. The many pleasant 
hours spent with each of them will serve as a lovely memory 
and I with for each of them God’s richest blessings. 

1. On May 18th, on behalf of the Grand Chapter I had the 
pleasure of presenting Sister Underbakke, P.G.M., with the 
P.G.M. Jewel. 

2. On May 18th, I received from Sister Helen Underbakke 
the Margaret Morais Jewel, the badge of office worn by Saskat- 
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chewan’s Grand Matron during her year of office. On May 
19th I received the Grand Seal, copies of the secret work, 
labyrinth diagrams and chapter bylaws. 

3. On June 9th when visiting Beacon Chapter No. 98, I 
found no copy of their bylaws. The charter was present so I 
instructed the Worthy Matron to have two newly elected can¬ 
didates sign a paper by which they promised to obey the bylaws 
of Beacon Chapter. 

On October 2nd, 1939, ruled that a Worthy Matron be¬ 
comes a Past Matron when her successor has been duly elected 
and installed. 

4. On June 14th, 1939, I had much pleasure in wiring on 
behalf of the Grand Chapter of Saskatchewan to the Masonic 
Grand Lodge in session in Regina our best wishes for a happy 
and harmonious Grand Lodge Session. 

5. On September 21, 1939, believing that a national cal¬ 
amity like war was sufficient cause to justify my action, I 
appointed Sister Violet M. Reilly, Grand Secretary, to represent 
the Grand Jurisdiction of Saskatchewan, O.E.S. at a provincial 
meeting to arrange for the Canadian Registration of Women for 
War work. I -was aware that subordinate chapters are not 
allowed to do this but could find no like ruling regarding 
Grand Chapter. 

6. On October 21, 1939, ruled that during the examination 
of a visitor all four should repeat the test oath in unison. 
After further consideration and observation of the ceremony I 
felt my ruling was not right and rescinded it on October 28, 
1939. In my opinion this ceremony is the least uniform in 
our grand jurisdiction. Confusion seems to arise over the in¬ 
terpretation of the word “While”. 

7. On Wednesday, October 25, 1939, permission was given 
to Azure Chapter No. 42, Eastend and to Climax Chapter No. 
91, Climax, to convene jointly at 5.15 instead of 8.00 p.m. as 
set forth in their notices. 

This was a special meeting called for my official visit at 
which no business was to be transacted except exemplification. 
A week of heavy snow fall and intense cold had left the roads 
most treacherous. One or two cars were in the ditch. Mem¬ 
bers had come to East End with much difficulty, in the after¬ 
noon for the district meeting and fog threatened to make the 
return trip at a late hour impossible. 

It was agreed that it was best for all concerned to proceed 
with the inspection meeting as soon as the District meeting 
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closed. This was done. The closing gavel sounded before 8.00 
p.m. and all were able to reach home before midnight. 

8. On October 10, 1939, advised the secretary of Gray 
Chapter No. 58 that if after due notice had been given, a 
quorum could not be secured to transact business, that the 
charter and chapter paraphernalia should be sent to Sister 
Reilly. 

9. November 2, 1939. Gave permission to Briercrest Chap¬ 
ter No. 59, to install as Worthy Matron a sister who had only 
filled office of Star Point and of Organist. 

In this case a depleted membership made this necessary. I 
quote from the Chapter letter, “Of course if you do not ap¬ 
prove there is nothing we can do but close.” 

10. December 9, 1939. Placed Grand Chapter affairs in the 
hands of my Associate Grand Matron, Sister Philion, during 
my absence from the Grand Jurisdiction on a trip to the 
Pacific Coast. 

11. December 20th, 1939. Returned to active duty. 

12. January 8, 1940. Ruled that a petition for affiliation 
from demitted members who have not affiliated with another 
chapter should take same course as any other petition of affi¬ 
liation. 


CHAPTER VISITS 

“The hours of sweet converse beside the friendship fire. 
It is at the places along the stream where little flames of love 
and friendship have been kindled in bygone days, that the past 
returns most vividly. These are the altars of remembrance.” 

No words of mine can express my feeling as I recall my 
official visits and my contacts with Sisters and Brothers all 
over this broad jurisdiction. It would be quite impossible for 
me to enumerate the courtesies, because they were so many, 
they were without number, the flowers, the teas, luncheons, 
banquets and the gifts,—material, which I have enjoyed to the 
utmost. But above all these do I place the personal contacts, 
the kindly thoughtful acts, the genuine welcomes, the quiet 
peace of the hospitable homes where I was received not as a 
stranger but as a sister. 

Through your words of encouragement I have been taught 
some of Life’s most beautiful lessons. Because of learning from 
you, I shall ever be more understanding of the sorrows and 
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trials of others; more tolerant of others mistakes and broader 
in my views of the petty annoyances of every-day life. 

As I look back truly can I say: 


“I’m richer far than Croesus, that wealthy king of old, 

I envy not the Midas whose touch turned things to gold, 

I count not my possessions in money or in land, 

In navies, planes or armies, that move at my command. 

For my wealth consists of friendships, the greatest gift of earth; 
And,' as for other treasures, none can compare for worth, 

They are my greatest assets, these friendships true and tried, 
That stand life’s strain and turmoil, the storms of time and 
tide. 


The chapter meetings on the whole were well attended and 
the ritualistic ceremonies beautifully carried out. True it is 
that we have several weak chapters. Some are so because of 
small membership, some because of their locations, some because 
economic conditions have been such that it has been impossible 
for the members to keep up their dues. However, even in the 
smallest chapters I have found members who are making real 
efforts to maintain the Standard becoming the Eastern Star 
Chapter. Given a few years of good harvests in our province 
many of these chapters will flourish again. Indeed several 
chapters with greatly decreased memberships have reported 
gains this year and are hopeful for the future. I never left a 
little chapter that I did not humbly pray; 


“God bless each little star that glows, 
In each small place 
God bless each little light and fan 
Its flame to keep it bright, 

There is so much of darkness 
That we need each little light.’’ 



It was also a joy to visit our strong chapters. An inspira¬ 
tion to see visions of white garbed women as they formed a 
Star on the Chapter room floor—to hear the music and to wit¬ 
ness the precision for the marches as the officers went about 
their several duties. Always was I impressed with the simpli¬ 
city, the beauty and the dignity of the work of our Order. 
Long may we be permitted to gather around the Holy Altar 
on which rests the open Holy Bible, so that we may learn anew 
instruction and knowledge to strengthen and uphold us on the 
dark and hazy path that is the labyrinth of Human Life.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Some of you may wonder why the questions you asked were 
not included among the decisions. I did not consider matters 
already written into our Constitution, Book of Instruction or 
Ritual or those questions answered by my more recent pre¬ 
decessors in need of repetition. I have also not included simple 
words of advice or instruction as decisions. 

1. Question: Our Secretary having moved away and no 
member left to elect as Secretary, I am filling in for the present. 
Does the Worthy Matron appoint me for the remainder of the 
year or does she appoint me each month? 

Answer: During a vacancy in the office of Secretary the 
Worthy Matron is custodian of the books and appoints a sec¬ 
retary pro-tem for each meeting. As the work of the secretary 
is very important I would advise an early election preferring 
to have an appointive office vacant rather than that of Secre¬ 
tary. Approved. 

2. Question: Would it be in order for our Chapter to join 
a Central organization to assist in War Work? 

Answer: See page 4, paragraph 3, Book of Instruction. This 
does not, however, prevent war work being undertaken by the 
Chapter. Approved. 

3. Question: If we hold our Stated Meeting (under special 
dispensation) at 3.00 p.m. instead of 8.00 p.m. may we call a 
Special Meeting for 8.00 p.m. and initiate a candidate if the 
ballot of the afternoon should prove favourable? 

Answer: Yes, provided due notice is given. Approved. 
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4. Question: Our Conductress, who is not well, has not been 
installed and will not be for some considerable time. She ac¬ 
cepted the nomination and has not attended since. Is it in 
order to nominate another sister? 

Answer: Have Worthy Matron interview this sister and ask 
her to be present at your next meeting for installation. If she 
refuses or gives no reason for delay proceed with an election. 
If her excuse for delay is ill-health I would advise her office 
be filled pro-tem and installations held as soon as she recovers. 
Approved. 

5. Question: Owing to the furnishing of our Chapter room 
the desk is located in the N. East. Is it permissible for the 
Secretary and Treasurer to change places? The Secretary in 
the N. East and Treasurer in the S. East? 

Answer: Yes. If the desk is permanently fixed or if a 
change would involve great inconvenience. Approved. 

6. Is a special meeting for initiation opened with one 
blow of a gavel? 

Answer: No, a special meeting for initiation is opened in 
regular form. Approved. 

7. Question: Is a dispensation issued by Sister Underbakke 
to install Associate Matron out of time still in order (June 13, 
1939)? Our Associate Matron elected has not been installed 
and she has now left for Saskatoon to be away permanently. 
Would a new election be in order? 

Answer: Yes. Approved. 

8. Question: Should a motion to amend bylaws be dealt 
with by secret ballot or showing of hands? 

Answer: The voting sign of the order is uplifting the right 
hand. M.W.G.M. Conklin 1907. Approved. 

9. Question: May non-resident members have a written 
vote? 

Answer: No. Your bylaws say “if two-thirds of members 
present vote in the affirmative, the amendment shall be adopted.” 
Approved. 

10. Question: Must all voting members have dues paid 
to date? 

Answer: No. Approved. 

11. Question: Must notice of motion be sent to each mem¬ 
ber? 

Answer: Yes. Approved. 
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12. Question: After the investigating committee is ap¬ 
pointed who is responsible for the petition, the convener of 
the committee or the secretary? 

Answer: The Convener, until it is ready to be returned to 
the secretary. Approved. 

13. Question: Is it permissible to practice chapter work in 
Worthy Matron’s home? 

Answer: Yes, providing proper care is taken as to secrecy. 
Approved. 

14. Question: Is it permissible to donate money to send lo¬ 
cal children to see the King and Queen? 

Answer: A Chapter matter but I would say a most com¬ 
mendable undertaking. Approved. 

15. Would we need a dispensation to move our charter 
to the town hall for district meeting and official visits of the 
Worthy Grand Matron? 

Answer: Yes. Approved. 

16. May a demitted member be taken back into our 
Chapter without applying for affiliation? 

Answer: No. See page 33, Sec. 13, Petition for Affiliation 
must be in writing, signed by the applicant, recommended by 
two members of the Chapter and must be accompanied by a 
demit or certificate of standing. Approved. 

17. Question: In 1935 a Brother demitted from our Chapter, 
in September ’37 he applied for affiliation and was elected. 
Later he moved to Washington. This Brother did not sign 
our Bylaws. What course should be taken to have him a 
member? Between 1935-1937 he had not affiliated with an¬ 
other Chapter. Is is necessary to have him present the demit 
issued in 1935? 

Answer: I take it that since this Brother was elected a 
member by affiliation that your Chapter now holds the demit 
issued to him in 1935. In order to become a member of your 
Chapter all he needs to do is to sign the Bylaws and be wel¬ 
comed. I would suggest, as distance renders that impossible, 
that you send a copy of your bylaws and membership roll to 
the Chapter nearest him with the request that they welcome 
him by exchange of courtesy. 

If, however, he wishes to join in Washington you may 
return his petition and demit and he may petition the chapter 
nearest him. It would be necessary for him to present his 
1935 demit. Approved. 
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18. Question: Can a step-daughter (married) petition for 
membership on her step-father’s Masonic standing? Her own 
father was not a Mason. 

Answer: No. See Ritual, page 165. Approved. 

19. Question: May we send representatives to a meeting 
to discuss formation of a Cancer Clinic in this Province? 

Answer: No. See page 4, Book of Instruction 7-10. 

20. Question: Are rulings of Past Grand Matrons, starting 
page 153, 1939 Proceedings, Constitutional? 

Answer: Yes. Approved. 

21. Question: If so should they not be embodied in our 
constitution? 

Answer: Not necessarily so—as a constitution embodies the 
fundamental law or principles of government of a society, or 
rather organized body. In other words a constitution contains 
but the ground work of the laws of our Order. Approved. 

22. Question: When Esther steps back to West line of 
March in balloting should Adah be walking South ahead of or 
behind Esther? 

Answer: Adah should be walking south ahead of Esther. 
Approved. 

23. Question: We have two members who would like to 
take out Life Membership before we relinquish the books of 
our Chapter but will not do so if they cannot get a small certi¬ 
ficate which they may carry about such as are ordinarily issued 
by the Chapters on such occasion. Would such a certificate 
issued by us now allow a member to visit during one’s life? 

Answer: As far as I can find out no small life member 
certificates are available. Members are issued a receipt card 
with the inscription L. M. This entitles them to all the privi¬ 
leges. Should your Chapter become defunct I can see no reason 
why your L. Ms. should be deprived of the right of visiting. 
Approved. 

24. Question: Should Associate Matron make an error in 
report of ballot and the Worthy Matron discover it. What is 
her duty? 

Answer: To announce an error and return ballot box to 
Associate Matron and Associate Patron for reinspection. 
Approved. 

25. Question: What is a Labyrinth? 

Answer: It is a mazy path requiring a guide. Approved. 
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26. Question: After Prayer during initiation where does 
Chaplain stand? 

Answer: Inside the circle of officers. Approved. 

27. Question: To whom does a defunct Chapter send its 
charter, register, records etc? 

Answer: To the Grand Secretary. Approved. 

28. Question: Should a sister and brother having demitted 
from our Chapter and not affiliated with any other Chapter, 
wish to again become members of our Chapter, what procedure 
should be followed and what money or fee involved? 

Answer: In these cases the same rules apply as for any 
other petition for Affiliation, see Page 10, Sec. 24, 25, 26 and 
27 of your bylaws. They make no provision for fee for affi¬ 
liation. Approved. 

29. Question: Can a Past Matron be elected to be D.D. if she 
is not present at D.M? 

Answer: Any Past Matron is eligible but an acceptance 
must be assured. Approved. 

30. Question: Should a Past Matron or Past Patron refuse 
when invited to sit in the East or should they always go to the 
East when invited? Is it discourteous to refuse? 

Answer: An invitation to sit in the East is a courtesy 
extended to Past Matrons or Past Patrons by the presiding 
officers. Should they not wish to accept they may ask to be 
excused. Approved. 

31. Question: What are the duties of the Grand Represent¬ 
ative and how chosen? 

Answer: They are appointed for three years by the Worthy 
Grand Matron to strengthen fraternal ties between the several 
Grand Jurisdictions. Approved. 

32. Question: If the ballot is cloudy is it permissible for the 
ballot to be discussed before balloting again? 

Answer: No. Approved. 

33. Question: Does silence (music) have to be observed 
during balloting? 

Answer: Whispering, noise and confusion are to be avoided, 
but “we may unite harmony with our mystic rites.” Approved. 

34. Question: After the report of the investigating com¬ 
mittee has been read is the committee discharged? 

Answer: Yes. (Automatically.) Approved. 

35. Question: Should the line of march to form the hollow 
square be inside the Labyrinth? 
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Answer: It may be formed either within or without the 
Laby. See Ritual, Page 16. Fine print. Approved. 

36. Question: Does a conductress escort the candidate into 
the Chapter room or does the Conductress take the candidate’s 
arm? 

Answer: See Page 22, Book of Instruction, candidate is led 
into the room by the Conductress. Approved. 

37. Question: May a member of the Order visiting a Chap¬ 
ter sign a petition for degrees in the Chapter in which she is 
a visitor? 

Answer: See Constitution Page 22. A petition for degrees 
must be signed by the applicant and two members of the 
Chapter. Approved. 

38. Question: Should the Associate Conductress enter the 
ante room when inviting Worthy Matron and officers to enter 
the Chapter room? 

Answer: Yes, she retires. Approved. 

39. Question: If a Chapter surrendered its charter where 
then would members of that chapter belong? 

Answer: All members in good standing should take out 
demits and if possible affiliate with another Chapter. A mem¬ 
ber of a defunct Chapter may secure a Grand Chapter receipt 
and a demit when requested by paying into the Grand Secre¬ 
tary the annual fee of $1.50. Approved. 

40. Question: Is it permissible for members to take Red 
Cross knitting or other hand work into Chapter room to work 
before meeting opens? 

Answer: Yes. Approved. 

41. Question: How can a Life Member become a member 
in another Chapter in the same jurisdiction? 

Answer: By applying for affiliation. Approved. 

42. Question: Is it proper to wear a Past Matron’s Jewel 
other than at Eastern Star meetings? 

Answer: A Past Matron’s Jewel is her own property, good 
taste would indicate when it should be worn. Approved. 

43. Question: If a member has to live in a town where 
there is no Chapter and the nearest Chapter is too far off to 
attend regularly will the $1.50 Grand Chapter dues be sufficient 
to keep the member in good standing? 

Answer: No. Grand Chapter receipts are only available 
to members of defunct Chapters. Approved. 
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44. Question: Should there be more than one black ball or 
cube in the ballot box may the Worthy Matron at her dis¬ 
cretion have the obligation repeated by the Chapter, and a 
new ballot taken after such reminder? 

Answer: No. Approved. 

45. Question: May the Worthy Matron ask another sister 
to preside during her absence? 

Answer: No. See Page 31, Ritual. Approved. 

46. Question: Is it permissible for a Chapter to delete the 
clause pertaining to Life Memberships from the bylaws? 

Answer: Yes. Bylaws may be amended. Approved. 

47. Question: Should the “Travelling Star” be given to an 
ex-member of the Chapter to read the Scroll? 

Answer: No. Approved. 

48(a). Question: In what way could a Life Member join 
another Chapter in the same Jurisdiction? 

Answer: By affiliation. Approved. 

48(b). Question: Should he or she pay dues in both Chap¬ 
ters? 

Answer: I can find no information regarding this in our 
Constitution. Approved. 

Supplemental Report: 

As we have no Associate Patron in our Chapter what do 
we do with the vote he is entitled to? 

Answer: A non-existent Associate Patron can neither vote 
nor transfer his vote to another. Therefore I would say that 
your Chapter would have only three votes (apart from Past 
Officers.) Approved. 

Recommendations Received: 

On April 21st, 1940, I received the following recommenda¬ 
tions from Maple Creek Chapter No. 80 that in Par. 2, Page 
4, Book of Instructions that the words “send representatives 
to” and the word “nor” be deleted making the second para¬ 
graph on page four read “A Chapter of the Order of the Eastern 
Star under the jurisdiction of Saskatchewan cannot affiliate 
with any other organization.” On April 21st, 1940, I advised 
Maple Creek Chapter that this recommendation would be 
placed before Grand Chapter. Not approved. 

On April 2nd, Foam Lake Chapter requested that it be 
placed in District No. 6. Referred to Committee on re-arrange- 
ment of districts. Approved. 
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Dispensations refused: 

On May 1st I received the resignation of Sister Muriel I. 
Virtue elected on October 16th, 1939, D.D.G.M. of District 
No. 10, Sister Virtue expects to leave the province permanently. 

AMENDMENTS TO BYLAWS—APPROVED 

April 28, 1940. Maple Leaf Chapter No. 6, Semans: 

A Sister or a Brother may at any time be placed upon the 
roll as a Life Member by paying such further sum of money 
as will pay dues for the number of years required to complete 
twenty years continuous Membership plus the amount set 
forth in the following schedule. 

Schedule Plus Grand Chapter Assessment in each case: 

66 years or over $ 7.50 51 to 55 inclusive $27.50 

61 years to 65 inclusive $10.00 46 to 50 inclusive $42.00 

56 years to 60 inclusive $17.00 38 to 43 inclusive $55.00 

Life members shall be entitled to al the pr vileges of and 

shall be amenable to discipline in the Chapte • in the same 
manner as ordinary members. 

Money received from the purchase of life memberships shall 
be depos ted in a separate fund to be called “The Life Mem¬ 
bership Fund”. 

The Fund may be invested by the Trustees and interest 
earned returned to the fund. 

An amount equal to the annual dues of each Life Member, 
less the Grand Chapter dues shall be withdrawn annually and 
paid into the General Account until the Life Membership Fund 
is dissipated. 

If at any time there are no Life Members but a surplus 
remains in the Fund the said surplus may be withdrawn and 
paid into the General Account. A member must apply for 
Life Membership by writing to the Secretary of the Chapter. 
Approved.

As each Chapter room is a temple, 
it is our earnest desire that no meeting will be held in any 
subordinate Chapter, during this year, without a special prayer 
being offered at the altar, which is beneath the Star; in sup¬ 
plication to our Heavenly Father for world Peace, and for the 
hastening of the time when wars shall be no more. 

Let us this year, exemplify more fully than ever before, the 
teachings of the lowly Nazarene, who never failed to relieve the 
distressed and destitute. It would be a source of great happ¬ 
iness to your Grand Officers, if every Chapter would endeavour 
to make, even a small effort to assist the Masonic brotherhood 
in their noble work of salvaging the broken and misshapen 
bodies of little children. The work of the Shriner’s hospital in 
Winnipeg is worthy of your most earnest labors. 

We commend to you our own Grand Chapter Home Fund, 
and suggest that one meeting a year be devoted to it and to 
the raising of funds for it. 

May we again admonish the Worthy Matrons to start their 
meetings on time, and if at all possible to sound the closing 
gavel before eleven o’clock. Have a well planned programme 
and always a social time at the close of the meeting. Our 
O.E.S. Literature Librarian is ever ready to aid you, in sug- 
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gestions for making more interesting meetings. We need not 
suggest that you keep in mind the beauty, dignity and solem¬ 
nity of our Order in planning your programmes, but may we 
suggest, (1) That you have plenty of good music. (2) That 
you ask each Star Point Officer to give a short talk on the 
heroine which she represents. (3) That you call on the members 
on the side-lines for numbers. (4) If you have a Grand Officer 
or Grand Representative that you ask her to give you an idea 
of the work carried on in the Grand Jurisdiction which she 
represents. 

May we also urge a closer study of our laws and ritual. 
If we as individual members strive to make the study of these 
our personal task we shall have a year unsurpassed in achieve¬ 
ment. 

Your Worthy Grand Matron is looking forward to coming 
among you as an elder sister, preferring to address you kindly 
with words of encouragement rather than with words of criticism. 
Although fully realizing that the courtesies extended to the 
Worthy Grand Matron at the time of her official visit are not 
extended to the individual but to the dignity of the office which 
she occupies and to the ideals for which it stands. She sincerely 
hopes that no elaborate preparations will be made for her enter¬ 
tainment—a warm welcome a place by your fireside and simple 
homely fare is all she asks. 

Stars have ever been beacon lights guiding the mariner 
home. So we like to think of our four thousand Stars in Sask¬ 
atchewan sending out light in dark places, for we believe 

“When we make charity, love and truth the keynote of our 
hearts, 

And strive in the virtues we teach to take a living part, 

Then will the light of our Order send the radiance near and 
far 

And each member reflect the glory of our beautiful Eastern 
Star.” 

Again we pledge our best services in the promotion of the 
work of our Order this year, and pray that Peace and Love 
may abide with all.

ADDRESS OF WORTHY GRAND PATRON 

Gordon B. Howard 

To the Worthy Grand Matron, Past Grand Matrons, Past 
Grand Patrons, Grand Officers, Members and Distinguished 
Guests of the Grand Chapters of Saskatchewan. 

Greetings: 

It seems but a very short time since we were assembled 
and yet the wheels of time have rolled by another year. At 
that time you elected me to this high office in our jurisdiction; 
the honor of which I am fully aware. 

At that time we were wishfully hoping with the rest 
of Canada and the Great Empire of which we form a part that 
the expected visit of Their Most Gracious Majesties to our 
country would show the rest of the world that we were united 
people and would play no small part should we have to go to 
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war. Our loyal, demonstrations failed to impress or deter our 
enemies and we are involved in a life and death struggle, all 
since we last met as a Grand Body. 

At our last Grand Sessions we framed a message of Loyalty 
and support to our visiting King and Queen, which they re¬ 
ceived through our Grand Secretary and graciously acknowl¬ 
edged. In the light of following events our Worthy Grand 
Matron could not have done better than to select the name 
of “Loyalty” for her year and this Grand Session. 

We in this British Commonwealth of Nations and those 
Sisters and Brothers in the Great Democracy to the South 
of us are fast becoming the few places in the world where 
gatherings such as these may be held without fear and punish¬ 
ment. 

In order to maintain this freedom and to preserve the 
landmarks of our Order, we as members of this organization, 
should adopt a more aggressive and intelligent type of citizen¬ 
ship; we have laid good foundation stones, let us erect a super 
structure that will be noticed and of benefit in our community, 
especially in these days when trials will await us. While the 
cause for which our country is fighting and the Allies them¬ 
selves are making progress we will gradually be called on for 
increasing sacrifices, but should adversity pursue our cause, as 
it will at times, we must be an opposing influence to many in 
our land who will be far too prone to help destroy those in¬ 
stitutions which we represent and which mean so much to us. 
This is no idle commentary. Those forces are with us. 

No new' Chapters have been formed in this Grand Juris¬ 
diction during my term of office though I anticipate there will 
be two or three in the near future. Several have surrendered 
their charters; and this is inevitable. The tendency of popula¬ 
tion is not towards the rural but to urban centres, and many 
small chapters where the same membership have been carrying 
on for the past several years, heroically and valiantly, must 
inevitably close because of lack of new members and a dwind¬ 
ling away of potential members from the community in which 
these chapters are situated. While this situation exists on the 
one hand, I see by the monthly notices that centres of larger 
population are enjoying a healthy influx of initiates. Due to 
adverse climatic conditions, and the moving of the whole areas 
of population to new parts, many of our Chapters face a very 
real problem. As I survey the situation there is no use en¬ 
couraging the formation of new chapters in close proximity to 
what is already a weakened chapter, then in a few years to have 
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either one surrender their charter. When visiting Chapters or 
in correspondence with them, I have tried to encourage the 
sponsoring of an activity in the Chapter by means of which 
funds could be raised to augment the International Temple 
Fund and our Fund for a Provincial Eastern Star Home. 

I here wish to thank all the Chapters for their kindness 
and co-operation. 

With such a situation as this before us, we have been very 
fortunate indeed this year in having as Worthy Grand Matron, 
Sister Macintosh. At the Chapter Meetings and District 
Meetings, I was able to attend with the Worthy Grand Matron, 
she gave strength and support where needed, and all meetings 
were the richer for her having attended them. I have enjoyed 
greatly working with her and I am honored to have had the 
privilege of the association. To travel the expanses of this 
vast Province and visit practically every Chapter is task 
enough but a change of residence as well during her year must 
have created a strenuous effort. 

May I be excused if I here thank my wife for being a 
very good sport while I was trotting around the country and 
not keeping exemplary hours. She would even have the kettle 
on and all ready with something hot in the “wee sma’ hours.” 

To Prince Albert Chapter No. 16, by admitting me to 
membership, you made it possible for me to finally hold this 
high office. If I have brought honor to our Chapter, you have 
also done me honor. I appreciate your many kindnesses dur¬ 
ing this year. 

To Past Grand Matron: Sister Lillian Hicks, I owe 
a special debt of gratitude. I hope I have not disappointed 
her when she appointed me Grand Sentinel. 

To our Grand Secretary: Sister Reilly, I thank you for 
your promptness and support, and to the Grand Officers and 
Grand Chapter of Saskatchewan, my heartfelt thanks for this 
honor, I have tried to serve you well. 

“So long as we grow weary 
On pathways dark and dreary: 

So long as widows languish 
In loneliness and anguish: 

So long as each tomorrow,

REPORT OF GRAND SECRETARY

Worthy Grand Matron, Worthy Grand Patron, Dis¬ 
tinguished Guests, Sisters, Brothers and Visitors. 

Greetings on the occasion of the twenty-fourth Annual 
Session of the Grand Chapter of Saskatchewan. How many 
are present today who were here in 1916, when a great war was 
in progress.? 

A year ago we were all looking forward eagerly to the 
visit of King George and Queen Elizabeth to Canada. Many 
of us had the pleasure of seeing them and being part of the 
thrilling crowds or radio audiences that attended their pro¬ 
gress across Canada. No longer are they legendary figures who 
live in splendid isolation across the Great Water. They are to 
us friendly unassuming human beings, carrying great responsi¬ 
bilities and seeking to serve the best interests of all the people 
in the British Empire as well as of all other nations. To para- 
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phrase Julius Caesar’s famous message when he came to Britain 
2000 years ago, we can say, “They came. We saw. They con¬ 
quered.” 

It has often been said that the Queen stole the show. I 
happened to overhear Brother Harry Willsmer thinking about 
them and this is what he thought: 

“I used to think I’d hate to be His Majesty the King, 

And have to go upon parade while people shout and sing; 

To have to change my uniform a dozen times a day, 

And take a scheduled part in ceremonial display. 

To have to live in that fierce light that beats upon a throne 

Had nothing glamorous for me—I’d rather live my own. 

That’s how I felt about the King; 'twas natural I ween. 

But I confess I changed my mind the day I saw the Queen.” 

I believe we all agree with that sentiment. 

And now we have to face a different scene. War clouds 
looked far away to us, one year ago; and today, in a few 
months, the world situation is beyond our understanding or 
comprehension. We believe this terrible nightmare of war will 
be over sometime, and then what? Anthony Eden says, “This 
time we must not only win the war, but win the after-war, and 
the latter may be the more difficult task”. It is thought by 
many that this war will effect all people before it is over, wars 
cannot be localized any more. It is necessary then that we be 
thinking and studying the matter and be preparing ourselves 
for a just and lasting peace. 

It is wonderful the response made by nearly every chapter 
to the call for war work and donations. 

The office routine has gone along as in former years.

13 Commissions for Grand Representatives prepared.

Since the new year three more Chapters have surrendered 
Charters: Lancer No. 12, Utopia No. 19 and Mossbank No. 23. 

The Chapters that surrendered charters in 1939 were: Gray 
Chapter No. 58, Langham Chapter No. 61 and Triumph Chap¬ 
ter No. 81 at Kelvington. 

The loss of members through Chapters closing has been 
the chief cause of our decrease in membership. Since the New 
Year there have been a large number of new members added 
and many Chapters that have had no new members for several 
years are having initiations. 
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Worthy Grand Matron’s Gift Fund 

Seventeen Chapters have contributed through this office to 
this fund the sum of $37.50 for which receipts have been is¬ 
sued. The Worthy Grand Matron had cash gifts given directly 
to her amounting to $33.00 from ten Chapters. 

The closing of Chapters has made a lot more correspon¬ 
dence but chiefly has added large packages of supplies from 
each defunct Chapter. Am wondering if any other arrange¬ 
ment can be made as I will soon have to move out if stuff con¬ 
tinues to come in at this rate. 

Lord Tweedsmuir 

In the early spring Canada lost a great man in the passing 
of Lord Tweedsmuir, Governor-General of Canada for four 
years. With Lord Tweedsmuir as Governor-General of Can¬ 
ada, as a National leader in this country, Canadians are fam¬ 
iliar. With him as John Buchan the author, not a few also are 
familiar. His place in the literary firmament was established 
long before he came to Canada. His books are of the enduring 
things in life. But most Canadians will want to remember 
him as a citizen among hem, as a genuine friend of Canada, 
as a well-wisher of this country. 

It is said that one of the greatest dreams of his life, was that 
as Governor-General he might strengthen the bonds of friend¬ 
ship between Canada and the United States. During his life 
he did much to make that dream a reality. In passing he has 
left us a trust to carry on his work. I am quite certain that 
there is no organization better able to do this than our Order 
of the Eastern Star. Let us give more thought and effort to 
this in the days that lie ahead, when many trying events may 
come to impair our good judgment. 

Conclusion 

In the coming months the extra demands of war work will 
take much of our time, but I trust that the Chapters will not be 
neglected by it but will rather be a rallying point for this very 
work. In the short time since war was declared they have 
made a good showing in patriotic endeavor. 

The year has been one of harmony and co-operation 
among the various Grand Officers. Necessarily this office 
is more closely connected with the work of the Worthy Grand 
Matron. Many chapters have expressed their delight at her 
visits and gratitude for the messages and inspiration she brought 
to them. 
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One letter from Worthy Grand Patron which I shall keep 
on permanent file. 

In closing I would like to repeat the Message His Majesty 
King George VI used in the broadcast to the Empire from 
Winnipeg last May and part of his Christmas message. 

“I would end with a special word of greeting to those of 
my listeners who are young. It is true—and I deplore it 
deeply—that the skies are overcast in more than one quarter 
at the present time. Do not on that account lose heart. Life 
is a great adventure, and everyone of you can be a pioneer, 
blazing by thought and service a trail to better things. Hold 
fast to all that is just and of good report in the heritage which 
your fathers have left you, but strive also to improve and 
equalize that heritage for all men and women in the years to 
come. Remember too that the key to all true progress lies in 
faith, hope and love. May God give you their support and 
may God help them to prevail.” 

“I said to the man who stood at the gate of the year, 
‘Give me a light that I may tread safely, into the unknown.’ 
And he replied, ‘Go out into the darkness and put your hand 
into the hand of God. That will be better than light, and 
safer than the known way’.”

TRIBUTE TO LORD TWEEDSMUIR 

By Christine Philion, 

Associate Grand Matron. 

"-as a ladder from earth to Heaven, 

Not as a witness to any creed; 

But simple service, simply given, 

To their own kind in their common need.” 

The regretted passing of Lord Tweedsmuir marks the end 
of a career unique, in one sense, among all the Governors-Gen- 
eral of Canada. He was the only one who, at the time of his 
selection, was a commoner, a private citizen devoid of titular 
distinction. But it was considered desirable to sustain the 
tradition—thus plain John Buchan became Baron Tweedsmuir—- 
a name suggestive of the land of his birth and ancestry. He 
can well be described as a grand person, a kindly man of 
distinguished culture. He had the broadest of human sym¬ 
pathies; ideals of the highest order. No Governor-General was 
more industrious. None ever travelled the Dominion so widely. 
He had gone from the Atlantic coast to the Pacific as nearly 
all of them did, but, differing from the others, he had even 
penetrated the sub-Arctic territories in the far Northwest. He 
went not only to see the country, but to meet the people. 
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The magnitude of the work Lord Tweedsmuir accom¬ 
plished in Canada is the more amazing when it is recalled that 
his interests were so diversified. As poet, essayist, novelist, and 
biographer, he attained world-wide fame in the literary field as 
John Buchan. 

In private life Lord Tweedsmuir was a charming host, 
deferential, the essence of genial courtesy, a fascinating talker, 
and a sympathetic listener. 

To the Lady Tweedsmuir, and her family there goes out in 
fullest measure the deepest sympathy of the Canadian people, 
with whom the memory of Lord Tweedsmuir as a loyal and 
self-sacrificing servant will remain as long as gratitude endures 
in the human heart.

We, your Jurisprudence Committee, having carefully gone 
over all matters presented to us, submit herewith for your 
information, and we trust sympathetic consideration, our report. 

We herewith commend our Worthy Grand Matron for 
her address, which was very carefully prepared and very con¬ 
cise and complete. Likewise we commend our Worthy Grand 
Patron on the preparation of his address. 

Dealing first with the recommendations of the Worthy 
Grand Matron of which there were five: 

1. Recommendation No. 1 was amended to read “Im¬ 
mediately following Grand Chapter Session, the Grand Secre¬ 
tary shall provide the Worthy Grand Matron with a complete 
set of the bylaws of each Chapter, such to be for her use during 
her term of office and returned to the Grand Secretary at the 
end of such term.” This change was presented by the Com¬ 
mittee and approved by Grand Chapter. 

2. Recommendation No. 2. Approved. 

3. Recommendation No. 3. Not approved. District Dep¬ 

uty Grand Matrons are officially welcomed at Grand Chapter 
Sessions and we feel that is sufficient recognition. 

4. Recommendation No. 4. Approved. 

5. Recommendation No. 5. Not approved. 

Dispensations Granted With Fee 

Approved. Numbers 1-3, 5, 7, 8-29 inclusive, 31-41 in¬ 
clusive. 

Not Approved. Numbers 4, 6, 30. We realize that con¬ 
ditions and circumstances which arise from time to time require 
immediate action and our Worthy Grand Matron makes de¬ 
cisions, which, in the best interests of the Chapter seem justi¬ 
fiable, although she may realize that they are contrary to our 
laws. These three dispensations which were not approved are 
to ballot and initiate the same night, and we feel the reasons 
given in each case were not sufficient. 

Numbers 1 and 2 by acting Worthy Grand Matron Philion, 
approved.

Questions and Answers 

Questions and answers numbers 1 and 2, 4-28, 30-38, 
40-42, 44-48a. Approved. 

Question No. 3, the answer “Yes” was approved with the 
addition of the words “provided due notice is given”. 

Question No. 29, approved with the deletion of the word 
“election” and the insertion of the word “acceptance” in its 
place. 

Question No. 39, approved with the answer reading “All 
members in good standing should take out demits and if pos¬ 
sible affiliate with another Chapter. A member of a defunct 
Chapter may secure a Grand Chapter receipt and a demit when 
required, by paying into the Grand Secretary the annual fee of 
$1.50.” 

Question No. 43, approved with the insertion of the word 
“receipts” in place of the word “demits.” 

Question No. 48b. Jurisprudence committee added the 
suggestion that this is an internal matter for the Chapter 
to decide. Approved. 

Supplementary Report 

Question: As we have no Associate Patron in our Chapter 
what do we do with the vote he is entitled to? 

Answer: A non-existent Associate Patron can neither vote 
nor transfer his vote to another, therefor I would say that your 
Chapter would have only three votes (apart from Past Officers). 
Approved. 

Recommendation No. 1 of Supplementary Report was not 
approved. Each member of our Order is privileged to assist, 
to the fullest extent in every community enterprise, as indivi¬ 
duals, but not under the auspices of the Order of the Eastern 
Star. 

Recommendation No. 2 of Supplementary Report. The 
Jurisprudence Committee suggest that a committee be ap¬ 
pointed by our incoming Worthy Grand Matron to consider a 
re-distribution of districts in this Grand Jurisdiction, such 
committee to give careful consideration to transportation faci¬ 
lities in each district. Approved. 

Recommendation No. 3. Jurisprudence Committee stated 
that if these resignations have been received and accepted, we 
suggest that the incoming Worthy Grand Matron call a meet- 
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ing of members present at this Grand Chapter session from those 
districts for the purpose of electing a successor to these District 
Deputy Grand Matrons, or the Worthy Grand Matron may 
appoint a Special Deputy. Approved. 

Proposed Amendments to Constitution 

No. 1. Page 27, Sec. 6 (c) Line 6, after “Secretary” delete 
the remainder of the section, substituting therefor, “the regular 
per capita tax for such life members.” Approved, and the 
incoming Jurisprudence Committee was given authority to har¬ 
monize other parts of the Constitution with this. This author¬ 
ity was given on a motion by Brother McIntosh, seconded by 
Brother Trick, and carried. 

No. 2. Page 27 Sec. 6 (c) Line 5, delete the word “Ten” 
before word “Dollars” and substitute the word “Five”. Not 
approved. 

The Resolution from Regina Chapter No. 7 to allow them 
to send notices of meetings in open envelopes was not approved. 
Constitutional matter requiring 90 days notice. 

Questions Asked from the Floor of Grand Chapter 

Question No. 1. Is it in order for e'ectric signet to be left 
lighted after initiation when visitors who are not members are 
present? 

Answer: No. It should not be lighted. It is part of the 
paraphernalia of a subordinate Chapter and all paraphernalia 
should be put away before visitors are invited into the Chapter 
room. 

Question No. 2. Should the Worthy Matron or Associate 
Matron stand when replying to sign of salutation? 

Answer: Not necessarily. 

Question No. 3: Can a member secure the Secret Work to 
study for Proficiency Test, from either Worthy Patron or 
Associate Patron? 

Answer: There is no reason why a member of the Order 
could not see the secret work in the presence of the Worthy 
Patron or Associate Patron, but the secret work must remain 
in the possession of any one of the first four officers. (Const.) 

Question No. 4: Could it not be possible for our Credential 
Committee to report at 9.30 so that our election could start 
at 10.00 o’clock sharp as stated in Constitution? 

Answer: Usually the Credential Committee makes the 
announcement when it is ready to report. 
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Question No. 5: Who is the Presiding Officer during ini¬ 
tiation? 

Answer: The Worthy Patron. See Ritual Page 97. 


Question No. 6: Can a Chapter vote on a motion to give 
an Honorary Membership the same night as the motion is 
made? 

Answer: No. Notice of Motion must be given. See Sub. 
Sec. B, Section 6, Page 27 of Constitution. 

Question No. 7: Which does Grand Chapter prefer as the 
official delegate—the Worthy Matron or the Associate Matron 
at Grand Chapter? 

Answer: Grand Chapter does not select delegates, however, 
if a Chapter is paying expenses of one delegate only, the 
Worthy Matron should receive first consideration. 

Question No. 8: In selecting officers which should receive 
first consideration the Chapter or the individual? 

Answer: The welfare of the Chapter should receive first 
consideration. 

Question No. 9: Can a Chapter accept an application for 
membership before her husband or brother is a full member of 
a Masonic Lodge? 

Answer: No. 

Question No. 10: If there are more than two candidates 
to be initiated, how are they conducted? 

Answer: See Sec. 23, Book of Instructions. 


Question Nc. 11: Our Marshal who lives in another town is 
desirous of filling an office in another Chapter for the Worthy 
Grand Matron’s visit, because the second Chapter is short of 
officers. Is this permissible? 

Answer: Yes. 


Question No. 12: A Life Member of a Chapter affiliated 
with another Chapter. Does she vote in the former Chapter 
or in the Chapter with which she affiliated? 

Answer: A Life Member has all the privileges of Member¬ 
ship and may vote in any Chapter where membership has been 
accepted. 

Question No. 13: According to Ritual the Charge of In- 
staling Officer to Marshal “It is your duty to proclaim and 
conduct the officers at the time of their installation”. Book of 
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Instructions says “It is the privilege of installing officer to 
select her Marshal”. Which ruling are we to follow . J 

Answer: There was a clause in the Ritual Page 86 referring 
to the appointment of a Marshal for Installation Ceremony, but 
this clause has been deleted from the Ritual. The charge in 
the Ritual to the Marshal is correct. 

We recommend that all questions to be referred to the 
Jurisprudence committee shall be in writing and filed with the 
Grand Secretary not later than noon of the first day of the 
Grand Chapter sessions. Approved. 

We also recommend that in future all visitors who cannot 
be vouched for be examined previous to the opening of the 
sessions and so save any possible embarrassment. Approved.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FINANCE FOR 1940 

By Brother J. O. Clarke. P.G.P. 

To the Worthy Grand Matron, Worthy Grand Patron, 
Officers and Members of the Grand Chapter of Saskatchewan, 
Order Eastern Star: 

Your Committee on Finance submits for your considera¬ 
tion its annual report, as follows: 

Our Grand Chapter Auditor, Bro. J. E. Tanner, has again 
examined the books and accounts of the Grand Secretary and 
the Grand Treasurer and his findings as set out in his report to 
Grand Chapter covering the fiscal year ended March 31, 1940, 
is acceptable to your Committee and has already been received 
and adopted by Grand Chapter. The financial position of 
Grand Chapter is sound and the results of the past year’s 
activities encouraging. Cash receipts in the General Fund 
exceeded disbursements by $474.61 while the liabilities in the 
General Fund increased from $224.70 as at March 31, 1939 to 
only $246.99 as at March 31, 1940, all of which indicates a 
healthy financial condition. 

The duties of the Committee on Finance as set out in 
Sec. 3, Art. XII, in the opinion of your Committee are in¬ 
complete and this fact deserves the attention of Grand Chapter. 

The Constitution provides specifically, however, for the 
reference to the Committee on Finance of a detailed statement 
of the travelling expenses of both the W.G.M. and W.G.P. 
The expense statement of the W.G.M. has been presented to 
your Committee, found in order and is hereby approved. 
Attached to this statement were numerous vouchers covering 
from railroad tickets to hotel bills, restaurant meals and bag¬ 
gage check disbursements. It is obvious that much trouble, 
perhaps at times inconvenience and embarrassment, has been 
experienced by the chief head and ruler of our beautiful fra¬ 
ternal Order who seems to have endeavoured to obtain these 
proofs of payment as meticulously as if she were an employee 
of a large commercial corporation. May your Committee ven¬ 
ture the opinion that as long as Grand Chapter reposes con¬ 
fidence in the honesty and integrity of its principal officers 
whom it expects to be living exponents of the lessons taught 
by the O.E.S., this Grand Chapter and its Committee might 
well be content with a signed detailed statement of their ex¬ 
penses without documentary evidence at least in respect to 
minor travelling expenses. However, lest the tastes of some 
officials prove unduly extravagant, your Committee suggests 
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that a limitation be placed on the amount available for ex¬ 
penses in any one official term. This is not intended in any 
sense as a reflection on any Past Grand Officer or on the pre¬ 
sent W.G.M., Sister Macintosh, who merits commendation for 
her evident desire to keep her expenditures within due bounds. 

In the light of the above observations your Committee fur¬ 
ther suggests that Grand Chapter make provision in a constitu¬ 
tional manner for the duties of its Finance Committee along 
the following lines, namely: It shall be the duty of the Com¬ 
mittee on Finance: 

1. To examine into and report upon all matters touching 
the finances of Grand Chapter, not otherwise provided for, and 
to it shall be referred all subjects involving appropriation of its 
funds; and without such references no such appropriation shall 
be made. 

2. To examine and compare, or cause to be examined or 
compared, the books, papers, vouchers and accounts of the 
Grand Treasurer and the Grand Secretary and submit a report 
on the financial condition of Grand Chapter at each annual 
Grand Session. 

3. To present before the close of each annual Grand Session 
an estimate of probable receipts and disbursements for the 
current year (giving each case of expenditure under the proper 
head) and recommend such amount as may be necessary for 
the expenses of Grand Chapter. 

4. To recommend to Grand Chapter the appointment of 
an Auditor whose qualifications, duties and fees shall be as 
prescribed by the Grand Chapter. 

Your Committee submits the following recommendations, 
namely: 

1. That the expenses of the W.G.M., Sister Macintosh, 
and the W.G.P., Bro. Howard, in attending the 1940 sessions 
of this Grand Chapter be paid. Approved. 

2. That hereafter, commencing with the current fiscal year, 
the Grand Secretary be paid a salary each year based on an 
allowance of $10. per annum for each functioning subordinate 
Chapter in the Grand Jurisdiction as at the end of each fiscal 
year. Approved. 

3. That the usual honoraria for the Grand Treasurer, the 
Auditor and the Grand Chapter stenographer for the current fis¬ 
cal year be paid. Approved. 

4. That provided not more than $50.00 be disbursed for 
this purpose, the expenses of distinguished guests from sister 
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grand jurisdictions in attendance at 1940 Sessions of this Grand 
Chapter be paid under the direction of the W.G.M. Approved. 

5. That, unless decreed otherwise by special resolution of 
Grand Chapter, hereafter the payment of the expenses of dis¬ 
tinguished guests from sister Grand jurisdictions be restricted 
to Worthy Grand Matrons and Worthy Grand Patrons pre¬ 
sently in office. Approved. 

6. That in accordance with the recommendation of the 
Committee on Finance as contained in the 1937 Proceedings 
and adopted by this Grand Chapter, a grant of $100. be made 
to each of the following toward her expenses in attending the 
1940 Sessions of the General Grand Chapter, viz: 

The Worthy Grand Matron elect—Sister Christine Philion. 

Past Grand Matrons: Sisters Helen Underbakke, M. Flor¬ 
ence Macintosh, Cora Case, Margaret Morais, Ethel Ruther¬ 
ford, Clara L. Agar, Maude Turner and Elizabeth MacAlpine. 
Approved. 

7. That grants be made as follows: 

To the Library Committee $15.00. (Increased to $20.00. 
Approved). 

To the Hostess Chapter $300.00 in accordance with the 
recommendation of a previous Finance Committee and which 
was adopted at the 1939 session of this Grand Chapter. Ap¬ 
proved. 

8. That in the matter of the report of the Committee on 
Printing referred to your Committee, the decision of our W.G.M. 
to avoid the expense of printed Christmas greeting cards be 
commended, and that the suggestion that in the interests of 
economy the size of the Proceedings this year be reduced by 
the omission of the reviews of other Grand Jurisdictions be 
given the serious consideration of the Grand Chapter (thereby 
effecting a savings of approximately $1.50 for each page not 
used.) Approved. 

9. That the funds of defunct Chapters transferred to 
Grand Chapter be included immediately in its General Fund, 
and that any furniture, furnishings, regalia, paraphernalia and 
saleable supplies of such Chapters so transferred be valued by 
the Grand Secretary and the W.G.M. and offered for sale to all 
subordinate Chapters in this Grand Jurisdiction on a cash basis 
according to such valuation. Approved. 

10. That provision be made for a Board of Trustees for 
this Grand Chapter to whom shall be entrusted the custody of 
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all securities belonging to the Grand Chapter and whose duties 
powers and responsibilities shall be fully defined. Approved.

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REPORT OF INTERNATIONAL TEMPLE FUND

Worthy Grand Matron, Worthy Grand Patron, Grand 
Officers and members of the Grand Chapter of Saskatchewan: 

Your Committee on the International Temple Fund begs 
leave to submit the following report: The facts regarding this 
fund have been given to you in previous reports and a circular 
letter sent to you some time ago. The important fact I wish 
you to remember is that General Grand Chapter has never 
before in its existence of 64 years asked for a contribution from 
the membership of the Order of the Eastern Star. It has never 
received one cent for expenses from any Grand Chapter. 

Now the plea comes, and the objective is $1.00 per mem¬ 
ber. I am proud to report that $63.55 was received since last 
Grand Chapter from some of our more fortunate Chapters, as 
their five cents per member quota—a recommendation brought 
in by Sister Ethel McMichael, P.G.M. This brings our total to 
date of $886.96. At the present time we average about thirty 
cents per member. I realize that the Red Cross, Finnish 
Relief, and many phases of war work have made an extra bur¬ 
den, but I beg of you, keep the Internation Temple Endow¬ 
ment Fund in mind and see what you and you and you can 
do about it in your own Chapter. 

As convener of this Committee, I wish to say “Thank 
You” personally to Sister Case for her very generous offer of 
$50.00. Sister Case has already donated over $100.00 to this 
fund. 

May I say at this point regarding the International Temple 
that it is fully paid for and magnificently furnished. What 
they need now is an endowment fund to meet the necessary 
expenses, and the $1.00 per member quota will more than 
meet this need. My fondest dreams would be fully realized if 
each member present would leave with the Grand Secretary 
his or her $1.00 contribution. Please consider this thought. 

In these very disturbing times the Dominion of Canada 
and the United States of America are setting a wonderful 
example before the whole world. It was the fondest hope of 
our late Governor-General, Lord Tweedsmuir that these two 
virile young nations grow even closer together in the time to 
come. We are all proud when we think that instead of the 
usual fortifications between countries, we have the “Inter¬ 
national Peace Gardens” on the border line between the United 
States and the Dominion of Canada, in the Turtle Mountains 
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of North Dakota and Manitoba. So I beg of you forget boun¬ 
daries and crystallize our friendship in an international way by 
giving wholehearted support to the International Temple 
Endowment Fund, and thus work together in this glorious un¬ 
dertaking with the Star of Bethlehem guiding us with its mes¬ 
sage of “Peace on earth, goodwill toward men.” 

Brother Howard joins me in recommending that $50.00 
be given this fund from the Grand Chapter of Saskatchewan. 

I thank you Worthy Grand Matron for the opportunity 
of serving you and this Grand body with Brother Howard.

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together, can do much to cut down the hills of hatred and find 
the path of understanding that can tunnel even through sus¬ 
picion. I want to remind you of the Eastern Star, that our 
Star points have taught us that there is not only outlook but 
uplook, and let’s always try to uplook when the outlook is 
dark. Nations who have forgotten the uplook are the ones 
who have made the dark outlook. We must adventure and dare 
to love even our enemy. We may hate the things they do, 
but the Star we fo low has taught us that we must not hate 
them. After that it is easy to forgive them and we must all 
forgive if a new world is to be built after this war. Our 
Order can do much towards building up good will and co¬ 
operation on which a new world must be built. The final 
step in Brotherhood, the Crest and crowning of all good. 

I would like to say thanks for the membership in the Past 
Grands’ Association; to your Worthy Grand Patron for allowing 
me to become more flexible by singing the Navy song. Would 
like to bring greetings from the Grand Chapter of Alberta and a 
hearty invitation to come to our Heart and Hearth Session with 
the idea of the flame of life glowing both in the heart and on 
the hearth which exemplifies our motto—“Love in Action.” 

The Worthy Grand Matron expressed her thanks to Sister 
Washburn for her inspiring message. 

Sister Jean Irw'in, Worthy Grand Matron of Manitoba 
favored us as follows: 

Worthy Grand Matron and Worthy Grand Patron, Sisters 
and Brothers: I fee a great deal of pleasure and this is a 
very happy occasion to be present at your Grand Session, and 
Worthy Grand Matron, I would thank you most sincerely for 
the courtesy extended to me since I arrived.

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REPORT OF FRATERNAL CORRESPONDENCE 

Worthy Grand Matron, Worthy Grand Patron, Distin¬ 
guished East, Members, and Visitors of the Grand Chapter, 
Order of the Eastern Star of Saskatchewan. 

In submitting our report as Fraternal Correspondents, we 
wish to express our deep appreciation for the opportunity we 
have had this year in reviewing the Proceedings of the Grand 
Chapters. Our regret is that space and time will not permit 
us to share with you all the inspiration, and information that 
we have gathered. 

The Eastern Star is an international organization, the 
largest in the world for women, with 1,592,849 members in 
13,469 Chapters. 

While the Rituals of the Sovereign bodies may differ in 
some respects, in each are embodied and enshrined the same 
virtues and principles—Charity, Truth, and Loving Kindness. 

Our Ritual is printed in English and Spanish only. It 
has been translated into German, but after the World War in 
1919 all German Rituals were destroyed and the Chapters 
ceased to function. 

Three of the major projects of the Eastern Star are Bene¬ 
volence, Education, and the Maintenance Fund for the upkeep 
of the International Temple. (It might be of interest to note 
here that the Grand Chapter of Illinois has contributed twfice 
as much to this Fund as any other Grand Jurisdiction.) 

To further the beneficent purpose of our Order, more 
than five million dollars is contributed annually for Homes, 
Hospitals, Relief and Education. The beneficences are varied. 
There are fifteen Homes maintained by O.E.S. exclusively, 
forty-five supported jointly by Masons and Eastern Stars. Ten 
States have Orphanages, and Tubercular patients are cared for 
in five. North Dakota, and Illinois maintain Sanitaria. 
Connecticut has a hospital in connection with the Masonic Home. 
In Tennessee each child in the Masonic Home is adopted and 
provided for by the Chapters in the State. In Oklahoma a 
Hospital Fund provides a physician, nurses, and special doctors 
at the Home. In Porto Rico the Eastern Stars and Masons 
provide hot lunches for undernourished children, and support 
a Day Nursery. In all Jurisdictions the Order of the Eastern 
Star brings cheer, and companionship to members who are ill, 
and does practical work for various hospitals. 
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Many of the Grand Jurisdictions, realizing that today we 
are training the leaders of tomorrow, have established Educa¬ 
tional Loan Funds. 

Most Grand Chapters sponsor Order of the Rainbow, or 
Job’s Daughters, while a few have both. New York, Florida, 
and Oregon each have an Order for Eastern Star girls attending 
college. 

Many subordinate Chapters are being assisted through 
Library Committees, to make their meetings more interesting, 
worthwhile, and profitable. 

Relations with the Masonic organizations seem to be in¬ 
creasingly cordial, and co-operative. At most Grand Chapter 
sessions the Worshipful Grand Master, or his representative 
brought Masonic greetings. In many States this courtesy was 
reciprocated, and the Worthy Grand Matron was invited to 
address the Grand Lodge. In several States a member of the 
O.E.S. serves on the Board of the Masonic Homes. 

There seems to be a growing desire to perfect the Ritual¬ 
istic work. Schools of Instruction are becoming more numerous, 
and the use of proficiency tests is increasing. 

While procedure varies throughout the jurisdictions, in 
every Grand Chapter the flag is an honored guest, and inspiring 
indeed are the tributes paid to this national emblem. Every 
Grand Chapter pauses in its routine of business to pay respect 
to departed members in beautiful and impressive memorials. 

Through the pages of many Proceedings we have met 
Sister Anna W. Smalley and were interested to note that in the 
State of New York, an Honorary Membership was bestowed 
upon her, and in her own State, Montana, the session was 
lovingly dedicated to her. In every jurisdiction she has brought 
inspiration. 

We are grateful to the Fraternal Correspondents for their 
reviews of Saskatchewan’s Proceedings. We extend our greet¬ 
ings to them and to the Grand Chapter they represent. We 
also thank Sister Reilly, our Grand Secretary, for her co-opera¬ 
tion in our work.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE GRAND CHAPTER OF SASKATCHEWAN 


ALABAMA 

Chapters: 181 Membership 9,440 Net gain: 287 

The 39th Annual Session of the Grand Chapter convened 
in the City Auditorium, Montgomery, the Capital City of 
Alabama. The Grand East represented a Woodland Scene 
over which the golden Harvest Moon spread a soft and mellow 
light—symbolic of the “Harvest Session”. In the centre of the 
background was a large broken column while suspended from 
the ceiling, in letters of gold, was the Worthy Grand Matron’s 
motto for the year, “Faith and Constancy”. 

The Grand Officers entered the Grand Chapter room pre¬ 
ceded by a Grand Chorus, and escorted by members of the 
Gold Drill Team of Andalusia Chapter. The Grand Officers 
wore evening gowns of green Moire Satin, and carried large 
bouquets of golden bronze chrysanthemums. A Historical 
Pageant was presented—the members from Seven Chapters 
taking part. This Grand Chapter sponsors the order of Rain¬ 
bow for girls, and assists in maintenance of Masonic home for 
aged and children. An extensive Drill by the Grand Repre¬ 
sentatives, was enjoyed, each carried a green pennant with 
the name of each State lettered in gold. At the conclusion of 
the Drill the Worthy Grand Matron was presented, in behalf 
of the Grand Representatives, with a gift. 

ALBERTA 

Chapters: 73 Membership 4,127. Loss: 147 

The Twenty-eighth Annual Session was held at Edmonton 
with attendance of five hundred and three delegates and mem¬ 
bers. 

The Worthy Grand Matron made seventy-one official 
visits, visited two Grand Sessions of other Grand Jurisdictions, 
and was honored guest at the Masonic Grand Lodge picnic in 
Washington. 

One chapter was instituted, and one Chapter surrendered 
its charter, during the year. The travelling Friendship Gavel 
from a chapter at Sacramento, Calif., was presented to the 
Worthy Grand Matron on her official visit to Alix Chapter, she 
in turn presented this to Mizpah Chapter, Calgary, during her 
official visit to that chapter. 

ARIZONA 

Chapters: 36 Membership 5,102. Loss: 17. 

The Thirty-ninth Annual Session was held at Douglas, 
Arizona. Splendid reports showing active year were given 
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by the Worthy Grand Matron, and the Worthy Grand Patron. 
Study Clubs were formed this year to be under the guidance 
of the Worthy Grand Matron, and Grand Lecturer. 

Emergency Benevolent Fund was established by transfer of 
$2,500.00 from the Educational Loan Fund. 

This Jurisdiction is collecting funds for the establishment of 
an O.E.S. Home. Maintains an O.E.S. Library Committee, 
who prepares and selects material for special occasions for use of 
subordinate Chapters. 

Have an active Order of Rainbow for Girls, and also a 
Service Committee who visits and extends fraternal courtesies 
to the sick. 

ARKANSAS 

Chapters: 175. Membership 10,176. Loss: 1243. 

The Sixty-fourth Annual Session convened at the Albert 
Pike Memorial Temple, November 20-21-22nd, 1939. 

The Worthy Grand Matron had a very busy year, the day 
following the closing of Grand Chapter a School of Instruction 
for the District Grand Lecturers was held with a selected team 
exemplifying all phases of the work. At the School of Instruc¬ 
tion in District eleven the largest class to take the test was 
viewed with interest—fifty-four being successful in receiving 
their certificates. It was also the pleasure of this Worthy 
Grand Matron to install the officers in seven Chapters, and act 
as Marshal in one; visited officially one hundred and thirteen 
Chapters. Three Chapters surrendered their Charters. Five 
new Chapters were instituted. 

Arkansas members take an active interest in the Masonic 
Home, over five hundred members visiting the Home on the 
“Pilgrimage Day.” 

The Order of Rainbow for Girls is sponsored whole¬ 
heartedly by this Jurisdiction. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA 

Chapters: 53 Membership 4,692. Loss: 232. 

Divine Services were held Sunday night at the United 
Church, Chilliwack, B.C. 

Monday evening June 19th, 1939, was the informal open¬ 
ing of the Twenty-eighth Annual Session for the Grand Chapter 
of British Columbia, which convened at the United Church 
Hall, Chilliwack, and was attractively decorated with the Grand 
East representing a garden scene. 
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The Estelle Chapter U.D. at Barkerville, B.C., was insti¬ 
tuted and fifty-one Chapters were visited by the Worthy 
Grand Matron during the year. 

Much benevolent work is being done along hospital work. 

CALIFORNIA 

Chapters: 493 Membership 96,549. Net gain: 536 

The spacious Municipal Auditorium in Long Beach, Cali¬ 
fornia, was the scene of a magnificent setting, depicting the 
Yosemite Valley, with Yosemite Falls in the background, light¬ 
ing effects gave the illusion of water flowing over the falls. 

Excluding five Chapters there are only 84 life members 
reported in the entire Grand Jurisdiction. 

This Grand Chapter operates a Benevolent Fund for Re¬ 
lief of the blind, and needy members. This Grand Chapter 
holds Schools of Instruction for Deputy Grand Matrons. The 
Travelling Bible was presented at this Session, this being the 
13th year of travel, it bears the record of crossing both oceans, 
the English Channel, the Carribbean Sea, through the United 
States, Mexico, the Ffawaiian Islands, Alaska and the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

COLORADO 

Chapters: 122 Membership 21,020. Gain: 141. 

The “Forget-Me-Not” or Forty-seventh Session, of Col¬ 
orado was dedicated to “Mother Aldrich” the first Worthy 
Matron of Ruxton Chapter No. 10, Manitou Springs, and sec¬ 
ond Worthy Grand Matron in point of service, being Worthy 
Grand Matron in 1894-95, and is now the oldest living Past 
Grand Matron in point of service in Colorado. 

Worthy Grand Matron visited officially eighty-four Chap¬ 
ters—had the pleasure of conferring degrees upon her husband. 
Visited Grand Chapter Session at New Mexico, also took an 
active interest in the Order of Rainbow, and Job’s Daughters. 
Had the pleasure of dedicating Golden Sheaf Chapter’s new 
home, and reports the O.E.S. Home Board to be operating in 
great harmony, of which the Worthy Grand Patron is Chair¬ 
man. The Home has twenty guests, the cost per capita per 
month being slightly over $50.00. 

CONNECTICUT 

Chapters: 99 Members 24,546 Loss: 412. 

The Sixty-fifth Annual Session of the Grand Chapter of 
Connecticut was held in the Foot Guard Hall, Hartford on 
April 26th and 27th. The hall was beautifully decorated and 
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the color scheme of blue and pink was appropriately carried 
out in the programmes, decorations and costumes. 

Masonic Greetings were extended by M.W. Thomas H. 
Desmond, Grand Master of Masons in Connecticut. 

Distinguished Guests, members of General Grand Chapter 
Committees, and from several other Grand Jurisdictions were 
present and given most sincere welcomes. 

A very impressive Memorial Service was held in memory 
of 375 sisters and brothers who had passed to the Grand 
Chapter above. 

On April 13th a special session of the Grand Chapter was 
held for the purpose of instituting Marie Lafayette Chapter 
U.D. 

There is a Worthy Grand Matrons’ Emergency Fund which 
enables the Grand Matron to assist members in trouble or 
affliction when the necessity is pressing. 

The Grand Chapter has an O.E.S. Hospital at the Masonic 
Home at Wallingford. They also have an Educational Assistance 
Fund and support the International Temple Fund. The Order 
of Rainbow for Girls is doing good work in the State. 

We find there is one Past Grand Matron who cele¬ 
brated her ninety-second birthday and one Past Grand Pat¬ 
ron who is ninety-one years of age. 

At the Thursday evening session the collection amounted to 
$108.02 which was voted to the International Temple Fund. 

DELAWARE 

Chapters: 14 Membership 1,620. Net loss: 5. 

The Eighteenth Annual Session was preceded by Divine 
Worship and a Memorial Service, in the Presbyterian Church, 
Wilmington, with the Worthy Matrons of Subordinate Chapters 
assisting the Necrology Committee. Grand Esther of Penn¬ 
sylvania gave the Prayer of Esther in Hebrew. “Cause us, O 
Lord our God to lie down in peace”. Job’s Daughters have 
been sponsored by this Grand Chapter. All Associate Mat¬ 
rons of Subordinate Chapters are required to pass an examina¬ 
tion in the opening and closing ceremonies, before they are 
installed as Worthy Matrons. Associate Conductresses are 
also required to pass an examination before installed as Con¬ 
ductresses. All Chapters of Delaware are paid 100 per cent 
to the International Temple Fund. 
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DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 

Chapters: 40 Membership 10,416. Loss: 135 

A Stated Session of the Grand Chapter of the District of 
Columbia was held Monday May 2nd, 1938, with all Grand 
Officers and many distinguished guests present including Sister 
Anna W. Smalley, Most Worthy Grand Matron. 

The Forty-third Annual Session of the Grand Chapter was 
held in Washington, D.C., January 12th, 1939. This was the 
Rainbow Session and the hall was beautifully decorated in 
keeping with the theme and the Worthy Grand Matron’s 
motto “Onward and Upward” was hanging in the East. 

A very fine address was given by the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master Bro. Eugene E. Thompson. The Worthy Grand 
Matron Sister Robbins attended many religious services ar¬ 
ranged especially for members of the Order. 

This Grand Chapter supports the work of Job’s Daughters. 

The Grand Lecturer had paid eighty four visits to the 
Chapters and held twenty Schools of Instruction. 

There are eighty adults and twenty-six children in the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home. They have an Eastern Star 
Temple Fund, and Educational Loan Fund. 

The Grand Chapter Choral Unit is now six years old and 
has taken a prominent part in the activities of the Order as 
well as assisting at the affairs of other organizations. 

The Endowment Fund of the Home benefitted to the ex¬ 
tent of $11,573.55 from the “Night of Thrills”, a joint acti¬ 
vity by the 1938 Masters Association, and 1938 Matrons and 
Patrons Association. 

Sister Minnie E. Keyes, R.W.G.S., installed the newly 
elected and appointed officers. 

FLORIDA 

Chapters: 151 Membership 13,857. Gain: 277. 

Heralding the Informal Opening, the voices of the Harp- 
erettes were heard in the distance singing “Holy, Holy” and 
little Jean Craig, Grand Chapter Escort dressed in an old 
fashioned gold cloth dress, entered carrying a floral fan, which 
she presented to Past Grand Matron, Sister Loca T. Oglesby, 
and a boutonniere to Brother Elkin. 

Following tributes to the Flags, an impressive ceremony 
followed to the Bible, after which a Christian Flag was pre¬ 
sented to the Grand Chapter by Bowling Green Chapter No. 23. 
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At the opening of the “Morning Glory Session” all mem¬ 
bers were invited into a beautiful decorated room, the “Harp- 
erettes” again entertaining with a medley of airs. 

The Worthy Grand Matron had her own “Travelling 
Bible” which rested upon the Altar of each Chapter she had 
visited.

A lovely banquet was held on Tuesday evening and the 
address of welcome was extended by the Mayor of the City 
and Rev. Alexander Ferguson, T.D., M.A., B.D., Minister of 
St. Andrews Church, Ottawa, was the guest speaker of the 
evening. He spoke on his recent trip to England and of the 
gallantry of the British people in the present crisis, saying “I 
am very proud of Canada and I know that my fellow-Can- 
adians will all be in this thing and right in it before the end. 
Nazism cannot prevail. I know your organization will do its 
share and play an honorable part.” 

The Formal opening was held in the Ball Room of the 
Chateau Laurier Hotel on Wednesday morning, September 20th.

1918, Page 17. 

That all subordinate Chapters practice form of examination 
of visitors in Chapter rooms often, so that all members may be¬ 
come familiar with it. 

1920, Page 28. 

That each Chapter present a small badge to the candidate 
after initiation. 

That lectures on O.E.S. work be given when there is no 
initiation, for information. 

That a special O.E.S. day be set apart, for the raising of 
funds for the Home Fund, each Chapter making its own ar¬ 
rangements. 

That Grand Representatives be asked to give a talk or 
paper on their Jurisdictions, under Good of the Order. 

1921, Page 19. 

That Secretaries of Chapters immediately notify the Worthy 
Grand Matron and Grand Secretary, of the newly installed offi¬ 
cers of same, with dates of installations and addresses. 

1922, Page 17. 

Any sister who has been installed as Worthy Matron is 
entitled to the title of Past Matron. 

Every chartered Chapter shall pay full year’s Grand Dues 
for all members appearing on register on December 31st of each 
year. 

A Chapter O.E.S. of Saskatchewan cannot send repre¬ 
sentatives to, nor affiliate with, any other organization. 

1923, Page 38. 

That “approved” or “not approved” appear after each 
decision, recommendation, and answer to questions in addresses 
of Worthy Grand Matron, and Worthy Grand Patron, when 
printed in Proceedings. 

That the Fraternal Correspondents report be printed at 
the beginning of her reviews in the back of the Proceedings. 
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That the Worthy Matron consider it a part of her duty to 
see that those who receive the degrees are sufficiently instructed 
in the ritualistic work to pass a creditable examination where- 
ever it may be necessary. 

That ribbons be printed with the word “Saskatchewan” on 
them, to be sent with commissions for Grand Representatives 
of Saskatchewan in other Grand Jurisdictions. 

That supplies purchased by the Chapters should be pur¬ 
chased through the office of the Grand Secretary, for the sake 
of uniformity, and to help the revenue of Grand Chapter.

That it is permissible to walk between the East and the 
Altar during recess. 

That Chapters may give public affairs, viz. concerts, plays, 
garden parties, etc., invitations to be issued for dances or card 
parties or sale of tickets by members to those for whom they 
can vouch.

That antiquated custom of holding meeting by the moon 
be discarded. 

That each Chapter have a historian whose duty it shall be 
to keep a short history of the Chapter’s activities or events not 
recorded in the minutes.

A Past Matron or Patron of a Chapter who may later be¬ 
come a Worthy Matron or Worthy Patron of the same Chapter,

That expenses of Grand Marshal be allowed for attending 
Constitutions. 

That expenses of Special and Standing Committees be al¬ 
lowed for travelling and necessary hotel expenses in order to 
attend committee meetings.

That Secretary pro tem of a Chapter sign minutes as such, 
and as soon as they are written before being read. 

1934, Page 51. 

That a receipt be given to the Grand Secretary for each 
copy of the S.W. supplied. Retiring Worthy Patron and As¬ 
sociate Patron be given receipts when S.W. is turned over to 
the Secretary of the Chapter at end of the year. Secretary shall 
be given receipts for same by newly installed Worthy Patron 
and Associate Patron. 

Chapters shall exemplify the initiatory work at least three 
times a year, even if there are no candidates. 

The bylaws shall be read at least once a year in Chapter, 
and previous to the May meeting.

That a Library Committee be formed in Grand Chapter. 

That one evening be set aside by Chapters to read and 
consider Grand Chapter Proceedings. 
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1936. Page 68. 

That when examining a visitor, each member of the com¬ 
mittee as well as the visitor shall pronounce name when repeat¬ 
ing the Test Oath. 

That the Grand Secretary notify the first four officers of 
Grand Chapter, in case of the death of a Grand Officer, Past 
Grand Officer or General Grand Officer. 

That when ptesenting the Flag at the Altar, the Marshal 
stand at attention during the singing of the National Anthem. 

That expenses of Grand Secretary be paid for attending 
institutions. 

1937. 

That a uniform manner of making the sign of our Order be 
adopted in the Grand Jurisdiction. Sister Gertrude Smith, 
P.G.M. exemplified the signs as used some years ago, and 
these were adopted. 

Proficiency Test Committee recommended five tests of 
fifty questions each, to cover a five year period.

That in the event of the Worthy Grand Matron or Worthy 
Grand Patron acting as installing officer, that the other officers 
assisting be addressed as Sister Grand Marshal, etc. The 
installing officer will be addressed as Worthy Grand Matron or 
Worthy Grand Patron. 

In the event of a Past Grand Matron or Past Grand Pat¬ 
ron acting as installing officer, the other officers assisting will be 
addressed as Grand Marshal, etc. The Installing Officer will be 
addressed as Past Grand Matron or Past Grand Patron. In the 
event of any Grand Officer other than those mentioned, acting as 
installing officer, the other officers will be addressed as Sister 
Grand Marshal etc. The installing officer will be addressed as 
Worthy Grand Installing Officer. In the event of a Past 
Matron or Past Patron acting as installing officer, the other 
officers will be addressed as Sister Marshal, etc. The installing 
officer will be addressed as Worthy Installing Officer. 

It was approved that Chapter bylaws must state the time of 
vacation definitely as July and August or January and February. 

That Chapters as far as possible procure pictures of Robert 
Morris the founder of our Order to hang in Chapter rooms. 
Not obligatory. 
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1939—Constitutional Amendments and Recommendations: 

Recommendation: That each Worthy Matron as soon after 
installation as possible, make and plan programs for the year’s 
meetings, endeavoring as far as possible to include each mem¬ 
ber, that he or she may have a definite part in some program 
during the year. 

Constitution: 

Any Past Matron in good standing, a member of a sub¬ 
ordinate Chapter in the District and present at the District 
Meeting, is eligible for the office of District Deputy Grand 
Matron. The holding of and time and place of a District meet¬ 
ing shall be decided at the Annual District Meeting. The 
District Deputy to be elected first from the oldest Chapter in 
the District, and followed in numerical order until every Chap¬ 
ter has been represented and then to begin again with the 
oldest Chapter. 

All members of Chapters in the District who are present 
shall be entitled to a vote. 

The District Deputy Grand Matron’s duties shall com¬ 
mence immediately after Grand Session. She shall preside at 
the District Meeting, and perform such duties as the Worthy 
Grand Matron shall assign; providing that there is no over¬ 
lapping of the official visits of the Worthy Grand Matron and 
the District Deputy Grand Matron. No rulings to be made by 
the District Deputy. 

The District Deputy’s travelling expenses shall be paid to 
the District Meeting and when making an official visit. Ex¬ 
pense accounts to be approved by the Worthy Grand Matron 
before presenting to the Finance Committee. All Chapters in 
a District shall share the expenses of holding the District 
Meeting. 

A majority of the Chapters in a District shall constitute 
a quorum.
